GENEVA, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
American, British and Russian 
delegations agreed today to ap- 
point a drafting group to word 
a treaty on controlled suspen- 
sion of nuclear weapons tests. 

A communique said _ the 
drafting body would begin its 
work tomorrow. 


After conferring for almost 
five weeks the three atomic 
weapons powers have got down 
at last to the core of their 
probiem—finding agreed lan- 
guage for a treaty on nuclear 
test suspension, 


Proposals Submitted. 

At today’s meeting, British 
Minister of State David 
Ormsby-Gore submitted a work- 
ing draft of two articles deal- 
ing with establishment of a 
control organization and com- 
position of the control commis- 
sion itself, 

United States Ambassador 
James J. Wadsworth intro- 
duced two draft articles en- 
titled “Obligation Regarding 
Nuclear Weapons test Explo- 
sions” and “Obligation to Co- 
operate With a Nuclear Weap- 
ons Test Control Organization.” 
Wadsworth’s two documents 
replaced a previous American 
draft of an opening treaty ar- 
ticle. A Soviet draft treaty also 
was discussed. 


Hopeful as today’s develop- | 


ments appeared, there was no 
sign that East and West had 
resolved their basic differences 
regarding the control system to 
police a bar on testing. 

Veto Demand Is Reported.

Many schools here lack fire

The St. Louis building code 
requires installation of fire 
doors and inclosed stairwells 
in school buildings. School of-

The lack of closed fire doors 
was cited by the National Fire 
Protection Association as the 
“major cause” of the heavy 
death toll in a Chicago school 
fire last Monday in which 87 
children and three Catholic 
nuns lost their lives.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—The 
Democratic Advisory Council | 
is expected to demand drastic | 
modification of the Senate fili-| 
buster rule at top-level politi- 
cal discussions here this week- 
end 


One member of the council, | 
former President Harry S. Tru- 
man, breezed into town yester- 
day and strongly urged the 
Senate to adopt a new rule 
making it easier to choke off 
filibusters. 

Truman was on his way 
through Washington but will 
return here for the ‘Advisory 
Council meeting Sunday which, 
along with the National Com- 
mittee meeting Saturday, 
marks the first post-election 
celebration of the Democrats. 
The victory celebration is like- 
ly, however, to point up the 
deep North-South split in the 
party over civil rights. 

Up for Decision. 

These are the major ques- 
tions up for decision: 

1. Today the subcommittee 
on the site of the 1960 na- 
tional convention starts two 
days of intense examination 
of bids from New York, At- 
lantic City, Miami Beach, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Philadelphia. 

2. Tomorrow, the creden- 
tials committee will decide 
to seat Camille Gravel, the 
Louisiana national commit- 
teeman who was displaced 
by the State Democratic 
committee because of his 
“moderate” stand on civil 
rights. The National Com- 
mittee is the judge of the 
qualifications of its members 
and is certain to ignore the 
demand that Gravel be 
ousted.

LONDON, Dec. 4 (UPI)— 
Critics assailed a new statue of 
Sir Winston Churchill today as 
gorilla-like caricature. They 
said its like hasn't been seen 
since his eightieth birthday 
portrait that some people said 
made him look like a turtle. 


The new controversy over 
an artist's portrayal of Brit- 
ain's great leader centered in 
a $14,000 statue which has not 
yet been unveiled. 

It was commissioned by 
Churchill's constituents in the 
Woodford district which he 
represents in Parliament, but 
critics doubted it ever would 
be installed as a monument to 
the former Prime Minister. 

A picture of the eight-foot, 
six-inch statue published in the 
newspapers brought denuncia- 
tions from all parts of Britain. 

“Gorilla-like,” said some. “A 
caricature,” said others. “It's 
a disgrace” . “We don't 
want it here”... Fancy using 
our money for that” ran the 
comments in Woodford, which 
paid for the statue.

SPUTNIK ROCKET | 
BELIEVED TO HAVE | 
FALLEN, BURNED 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec 4 
(AP)—Scientists dssumed today 
that the Russian rocket which 
launched Sputnik III into orbit 
last May 15 plunged to a fiery 
death yesterday. 

The railroad-car-sized rocket 
weighing between two and five 
tons was last seen in orbit 
yesterday morning. There have 
been no sightings of it since. 

From Oslo came a report 
that some people claimed they 
saw what may have been the 
last of the Russian carrier 
rocket moving in the direction 
of Sweden. Reports from near 


the Swedish border said a 
burning rocket was seen in 
mid-afternoon yesterday 
Despite the size of the 
rocket, scientists said, very 


little, if any part of it at all, 
would remain intact as it 
reached the earth. 

They explained that friction 
from the earth's dense atmos- 
phere would cause the satellite 
to burn and disintegrate before 
it struck the earth’s surface 

The last known sighting in 
this country of the empty 
metal tube was by a moonwatch 
team at Wichita, Kan., at 8:29 
a.m. yesterday. At that time it 
was seen as a steady white light 
moving across the sky. It had 
not begun to heat up yet

BOGOTA, Dec. 4 (AP)—) 
President Alberto Lleras Cam- 
argo and the army ruled Co- 
lombia under a modified form 
of martial law today after ar- 
resting former dictator Gus- 
tavo Rojas Pinilla on charges 
of plotting a coup. 
In a broadcast, Lieras Ca- | 
margo said the attempt to 
overthrow his government was 
scheduled for next Saturday. | 
He proclaimed a state of siege 
and warned against public 
gatherings which might indi- 
cate subversion. 

The nation remained calm. 
Troops were posted throughout 
Bogota. 

Numerous pledges of sup- 
port were made to the Presi- 
dent, who was overwhelmingly 
elected last May 4 to succeed 
the military junta which over- 
threw Rojas Pinilla. 

Backed by Cardinal. 

One pledge came from Car- 
dinal Crisanto Luque, primate 
in Colombia of the Roman 
Catholic Church. The church 
had been an important factor 
in causing Rojas Pinilla’s 
ouster on May 10, 1957. 

Rojas Pinilla and his son, Lt. 
Carlos Rojas, were taken by 
military plane to the Caribbean 
port of Cartagena, the Presi- 
dent's office announced. 

(United Press International 
said that Rojas Pinilla and his 
son were being held aboard a. 
frigate in Cartagena to await 
trial.) 

Other sources said the gov- 
ernment also arrested Jaime 
Polania Puyo, a former army | 
general and father-in-law of Lt. 
Rojas. 

Congress approved suspen- 
sion of the immunity of any 
of its members who might be 
accused of participating in the 
plot. 

Rojas Pinilla returned Oct. 
11 from exile in Spain, osten- 
sibly to defend himself against 
congressional charges of cor- 
ruption, abuse of authority and 
misappropriation of funds in 
his dictatorship. He challenged 
the competence of Congress to 
try him, but his trial by the 
Senate was scheduled to begin 
Dec. 12. For weeks, meanwhile, 
rumors of a brewing coup have 
been current. 

Others Accused. 

Lieras Camargo confirms 
that a number of conspirators 
had arrived in the capital. He 
said the coup was timed for the 
opening Saturday of a conven- 
tion of conservative extreme- 
ists including the former dic- 
tator and Jorge Leyva, Lleras 
Camargo’s only opponent in the 
election last May. 

Under the state of siege some 
civil liberties were suspended 
and newspapers and radio sta- 
tions were made subject to 
censorship.

| His 15-minute speech was 
translated into Russian on the

| The Senator was the first 
American official to appear on 
television here since Ambassa- 
dor Llewelyn Thompson spoke 
on the eve of July 4. 

Humphrey told the audience: 

“We want to know you and 
we want you to know us and 
visit us. We must learn to live 
together. The people of the 
world are tired of thinking of 
war, tired of misery. 

“Our people and our gov- 
ernment, too, are tired of war, 
I know our President Eisen- 
hower who fought with your 
people in the last war is anx- 
ious to co-operate with you in 
the only war we want—war 
against disease, poverty, ignor- 
ance, misery and fear.” 

Concluding a weeklong stay 
in the Soviet capital, Humphrey 
appeared on TV at the invita- 
tion of Moscow TV Officials. 
The Senator met with Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev for 
eight hours on Monday. 

On TV Humphrey asked 
the Soviet Union to co-operate 
with the United States to “give 
meaning and dignity to life by 
assuring spiritual and physical 
well. being of people every- 
where. 1 can teil you that the 
United States and the Ameri- 
can people are dedicated to 
peace—peace with justice,” he 
said. 

He recalled sufferings of the 
people of both the Soviet Union 
and the United States in World 
War II and urged the peoples 
of the two nations to co-operate

Reconciling ‘Yes’ and ‘No.’ 

Ambassador Diallo is 
making matters easier for 
France. He is emphasizing the 
point that—so he claims—all 
of French Africa is ready to 
join Guinea and Ghana in a 
new “confederation” of West 
Africa. The fact that much of 
the rest of French Africa voted 
“yes” on the new French con- 
stitution in the elections of 
September, while Guinea voted 
“no” does not change this re- 
ality, Diallo says. 

“I have just come from a 


French Africa,” said Diallo, 
“and the leaders there assured 
me that their “yes” vote meant 
independence, as the people 
see it, just as much as our “no” 
vote also meant independence. 
The only difference is in the 
method we have chosen to 
reach independence.” 

It is the informed view of 
Western diplomats here that 
the whole French maneuver in 
conducting the elections in 
Africa was for the purpose of 
holding onto thé vast French 
possessions there—by appear- 
ing to be willing to give away

This, many diplomats believe. 
is the foundation of Premier 
De Gaulle’s policy toward 
Africa. He hopes to hold not 
only Algeria, but also most of 
French Equatorial Africa and 
French West Africa. 

Ambassador Diallo’s state- 
ments directly undermine this 
policy. So also does Diallo’s de- 
mand for the admission of 
Guinea to the United Nations.’

U.S. Move Is Awaited. 

How the United States will 
react to that demand is a 
question being asked today by 
representatives of most of the 
nations of Asia, Africa and the 
Middle East. 

Spokesmen for the American 
delegation to the U.N. said no 
decision had been reached in 
Washington. 

France, it was learned, hopes 
to delay the issue beyond the 
end of the current meeting of 
the General Assembly, sched- 
uled to close next week. Free 
African nations now repre- 
sented in the United Nations 
are working hard to prevent 
such a delay. 

The procedure for admission 
of a new nation is, first, for 
the acceptance of such a na- 
tion by the Security Council 
and then a ratification by the 
General Assembly. 

It is generally conceded here 
that support by the United 
States would assure the entry 
of Guinea at the current U.N. 
Assembly session — unless 
France used its veto in the 
Security Council. A French 
spokesman said he doubted 
that such an action would be 
taken, though he claimed no 
decision had yet been trans- 
mitted from Paris on the is- 
sue. 

Progress in Council. 

Sweden, which heads the 11- 
nation Security Council this 
month, sidestepped French talk 
of delay and consulted Council 
members about acting next 
week on Guinea's application 
for membership. 

Sweden's move to clear the 
way for Guinea was a victory 
for the 28-nation Asian-African

“After I visited 
the French possessions in Af- 
rica,” he said, “my government 
thought it advisable that my 
first visit outside Africa should 
be made to Britain, which was 
the first government to recog- 
nize the independence . of 
Guinea.” 

In London, Diallo said, “I 
was met very warmly,” not 
only by gavernment leaders, 
but also by leaders of business 
and political circles and by 
the press. From London, he 
said, he went to Washington, 
where he received the same 
sort of reception. 


“It is an insult to the dignity 
of Guinea,” Diallo added, “for 
people to say that Great Brit- 
ain is behind all this, in an at- 
tempt to bring French terri- 
tories into the commonwealth. 
Of course they also say that 
Col. Nasser of Egypt, the Com- 
munists and Prime Minister 
Nkrumah of Ghana are behind 
the independence of Guinea. 
None of this is true. It is the 
people of Guinea who are be- 
hind our independence. 

Diallo is a 33-year-old man 
who wears Paris-type, black- 
framed spectacles. He was edu- 
cated in Paris in international 
law. He speaks slowly and dis- 
tinctly, in French, at an un- 
hurried, African pace. 

Members of friendly African 
and Asian delegations today 
were canvassing other dele- 
gates to the United Nations 
to get a maximum of support 
for Guinea as a new member. 

Difficult Position of U.S. 

First attention was accorded.

Spain’s New Terror 


Franco, our ally by reason of 
the bases in Spain, has inaugu- 
rated a new wave of terrorism in 
Madrid, Barcelona and other 
Spanish cities. 

Its victims, according to reli- 
able reports received by the re- 
sponsible magazine, Iberica, here 
in New York, have included not 
only some 50 leaders of the So- 
cialists, but lawyers, doctors and 
professional men, Christian Dem- 
ocrats and even liberal monarch- 

ts 


These men are not formally 
charged but are held incommuni- 
cado in secret prisons under the 
jurisdiction of the Special Tri- 
bunal against Freemasonry and 
Communism. No communist ar- 
rests have been reported to Iber- 
ica, but that well informed paper, 
the Corriere della Sera of Milan, 
on Nov, 18 reported a “surprising 
situation in Spain: a tacit alliance 
between Franco and communism.” 

Santiago Carrillo, secretary of 
the Spanish Communist Party in 
exile, who commutes between 
France and Moscow, came to 
Spain on a safe conduct pass 
granted by the Spanish Minister 
of the Interior, General Alonso 
Vega, in charge of internal se- 
curity! 

The actions that precipitated 
Franco's new wave of terrorism 
seem to have been protests over 
the brutal treatment of impris- 
oned workers, arrested in connec- 
tion with last spring's strikes in 
Asturian mines and Basque and 
Catalonian industrial regions. 

These conditions were protested 
against by a march of some 500 
Belgian students in Brussels on 
Nov. 26. The Spanish Embassy 
refused to receive their petition, 
but Franco cannot ignore Amer- 
ican opinion. 

Readers of that extraordinary 
autobiographical novel, “Children 
of Our Time,” by Michel Castillo, 
will remember his account of a 
boy’s life after a German concen- 
tration camp in a terrible Spanish 
orphanage, and later his experi- 
ence as a worker in a cement 
plant near Barcelona. His story 
makes wholly credible these new 
charges. 

Emphatically it is the business 
of Washington officially, and of 
the American people to speak out 
for justice in the land of our ally, 
a nation which Mr. Dulles num- 
bers among the world’s “free peo- 
ples.”

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One-Sided Penalties 


The next Missouri ture ought to face 
up to an issue which it has avoided and upon 
which the courts have never ruled. That is 
the penalty section of the King-Thompson 
utility anti-strike law. 

Two months ago the State Supreme Court 
upheld the validity of the anti-strike provi- 
sions as a proper function of state police 
power. But the court did not rule on the 
penalty section, which is clearly one-sided. 

Under King-Thompson, when the state seizes 
a utility to prevent a strike, a union which 
continues on strike may be fined up to $10,000 
a day, and its officers up to a total of $1000. 
Its members may lose seniority rights. The 
penalty for a lockout is $10,000 a day against 
a company, with no fines for officers. 

These provisions sound impartial and are 
not—because a company protected by a no- 
strike law need not resort to a lockout. There 
have been no lockouts under King-Thompsor. 
There have been strikes, and state seizure, 
and loss of the right to strike under threat 
of severe penalty. But the law carries no 
penalty for employers in strike cases. 

° . ad 


Moreover, the law puts no real pressure 
on a utility company to come to terms with a 
union once the state has seized the firm. Dur- 
ing seizure, the same working provisions pre- 
vail which presumably led to the strike threat. 
Since a strike is illegal, the company can 
bargain from a protected position. 

Thus King-Thompson offers no compensa- 
tion for the union’s loss of its main economic 
weapon and no equalizing pressure on the 
company to bargain fairly to avoid seiz- 
ure. What, then, can the Legislature do 
to repair the penalty section? There are 
two possibilities. 

One is to provide for maintaining utility 
wages and working conditions at‘a level at 
least equal to those of comparable industries. 
Sumner Slichter long ago advocated this idea. 
The Missouri Legislature once discussed cre- 
ation of a state wage stabilization board. 

At the cost of detailed state control of each 
utility’s business, this might remove some 
causes of utility strikes. Then again it might 
not, and in any case it would not directly 
equalize penalties on company and union in 
case of state seizure. 

7 . s 

A second and preferable possibility in- 
volves a service fee for state operation of a 
seized utility. Imposition of an operating 
charge would give the company the incentive 
which it does not now have for trying to set- 
tle with its employes and to end or avoid 
state seizure. 

This is not a new idea, either. Virginia 
has a law permitting service fees and has 
charged companies 15 per cent of net income 
during seizure. After former President Tru- 
man seized the steel plants, Senator Morse of 
Oregon offered a bill allowing the Govern- 
ment to impound net income from seized com- 
panies. Under this bill a presidential board 
would have determined compensation due the 
owners for the period of federal operation. 

These proposals did not receive full consid- 
eration. After World War II the main con- 
cern in Washington and Jefferson City was 
simply to stop strikes affecting the public 
health, safety and welfare. But the best time 
to judge strike legislation objectively is when 
there are few strikes and the public is will- 
ing to take a second look. ) 

After 11 years of experience with King- 
Thompson, the Missouri Legislature should 
be ready to schedule a serious review of its 
lop-sided penalty section. 


A Senator Tests the Wind 


Senator Everett Dirksen of Illinois is a 
flexible man. Having voted against modify- 
ing the Senate’s filibuster rule in 1957, the 
Senator now says he will favor “some modifi- 
cation” in 1959. After intricate and unspe- 
cific explanations of his shift, Mr. Dirksen 
sums up: “Change is in the wind.” 


This concession to change is considerable 
for an Old Guard Republican, but the Senator 
knows which way the wind is blowing. Coming 
out of the November election, it blew many 
of his conservative Republican friends right 
out of. the Senate. It chilled the crew of Old 
Guard Republicans and Southern Democrats 
who had stood for so long on the decks of 
that old windjammer, the unchecked filibus- 
ter. And now Senator Dirksen himself is in 
line to become Senate minority leader—but 
faces opposition from some members of an al- 
tered minority with altered ideas about fili- 
busters and how to win elections and such. 

Senator Dirksen still is not known as a 
Modern Republican, but he has held his 
finger in the wind and discovered that mod- 
ernization, like spring, is on the way. 


‘Indefensible’ 


Public education is so basic to the Ameri- 
can way of life that it was specifically en- 
couraged in the Northwest Ordinance of 1787 
which governed the nation’s first westward 
expansion. Hence most Americans should 
agree with Arthur S. Flemming, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, when he says 
closing schools to prevent integration is “in- 
defensible.” Mr. Flemming believes Southern 
citizens will insist on reopening their schools 
“as the losses from the closing become more 
and more evident.” The educational loss to 
the nation may not be evident for another 
generation. But the loss to today’s school 
children ought to be evident to their parents 
and community leaders the moment the school 
doors close.

orbited, should not continue to function 
at its best. With intermediate ballistic 
missiles fading into the background, it should 
be possible for the Redstone team to con- 
tribute to important space projects. 


The Example of Austria 


If the West and Russia are now setting out 
on a new round of negotiations over the Ger- 
man problem, it may be instructive to remem- 
ber what happened in the case of Austria. 

For 10 long years, East and West negotiated 
fruitlessly over a treaty for Austria that 
would end the four-power occupation and es- 
tablish a unified, independent nation. Be- 
tween 1945 and 1955, more than 260 meetings 
of East-West diplomats were held. Time after 
time, agreement seemed just around the cor- 
ner. Then the Russians would back off, or 
increase their demands, and hopes for a set- 
tlement would collapse. 

In the early postwar years, one major ob- 
stacle to agreement was the Yugoslav demand 
for a slice of Austrian territory. Tito’s break 
with the Kremlin in 1948 dampened Soviet 
enthusiasm for pushing that claim, but new 
obstacles immediately arose. The most for- 
midable ones were Moscow’s demand for 
heavy reparations, its insistence upon keep- 
ing a hold on the Austrian oil industry, its 
refusal to accept a clause that would permit 
Austria to offer haven to refugees from Iron 
Curtain lands. 

Yet despite 10 years of frustration the es- 
sential point of the story is that agreement 
was at last reached, that Austria was at last 
set free, that by the end of 1955 the occupy- 
ing troops of all four powers had gone home. 

Substantial Soviet concessions on all three 
of the final sticking points made the treaty 
possible. In fact, the treaty which the Krem- 
lin agreed to in May 1955 was more favorable 
to Austria than the terms the West had held 
out for a year earlier. Once the Kremlin 
decided to take the step of withdrawing from 
Austria, it did not quibble over details. 

What finally made agreement possible? For 
one thing, Stalin had died and Khrushchev 
had come to power, though not yet to com- 
plete power. The summit conference had 
been set for the summer of 1955. Undoubted- 
ly, the Kremlin gave in on Austria in order 
to set the stage for the summit talks—perhaps 
in the hope that the West there would make 
matching concessions on Germany. 

If this was his hope, Khrushchev was dis- 
appointed. Secretary Dulles went to the 
summit talks only with great reluctance, and 
he took no initiative for settlements ex- 
cept on cultural exchanges. Two years after 
the Austrian treaty gave the West a common 
frontier with Hungary, the Hungarian revolt 
broke out and thousands of refugees escaped 
to Austria. Very probably Khrushchev came 
in for severe criticism from the Stalinists 
in the Kremlin for his “softness” in signing a 
treaty which probably encouraged unrest in 
Poland and Hungary. 

Does the Austrian negotiation hold any les- 
sons for a possible German negotiation? Ob- 
viously the cases are enormously different, 
but there are similarities as well. The West's 
willingness to accept the military neutraliza- 
tion of Austria unquestionably was a key to 
the settlement. Had we insisted that Austria 
remain free to possess nuclear weapons, to re- 
arm and join NATO—as we do insist in the 
case of Germany—there would have been no 
Austrian treaty. 

Whether a German settlement can be 
reached at all is dubious. But the Austrian 
example is a reminder that the possibility 
exists.

Yet the fee system, an anachronism made to 
order for venality and oppression, continues 
to flourish in Missouri and in neighboring Illi- 
nois, where an effort to root it out by consti- 
tutional amendment failed recently. The best 
therapy for feeitis is exposure; we shall hope 
that elsewhere in our two states, as in Nor- 
mandy, exposure will make fee-grabbing too 
hot to handle. 


A Fire Inspection Flaw 


A serious deficiency in the system under 
which St. Louis’s 160 public school buildings 
are inspected for fire hazards has been 
brought to light in the aftermath of the Chi- 
cago school tragedy. 

Public schools here are inspected not by 
the Fire Department but by the School Board 
itself. The Board, a separate and distinct 
governmental entity within the city limits, 
maintains a fire inspector in its building de- 
partment. While the present inspector, a re- 
tired fire captain, evidently has the experi- 
ence and qualifications to handle the job, 
there is no guarantee that future occupants 
of the post will be similarly suited to it. One 
of these days a ward politician might show 
up in the uniform of the school fire marshal; 
in that case, it would not take long to prove 
that fire inspection and politics don’t mix. 

Even if the school system set ap safeguards 
insuring it the best qualified inspectors in 
Missouri, the inspection would be performed 
by agents of,the potential offenders. The 
best, the most searching inspections are more 
likely to be made only by inspectors having 
no Connection with the enterprise they are 
inspecting.

Honest Medical Testimony, an Urgent Court Need

Honest conflicts of competent med- 
ical opinion cannot be eliminated, If 
such conflicts actually exist in a 
case, it is probably necessary to let 
a jury have the last word, although 
that is neither a scientific nor a 
satisfactory way of settling the dis- 
pute. 


Unfortunately, under prevailing 
methods of presenting medical proof, 
the court inquiry is not an objective 
or scientific search for truth, but a 
contest between contending doctors 
as well as contending lawyers. The 
doctors are cast in the role of par- 
tisans and the lawyers are tempted 
to look for good testifiers rather 
than good doctors.

An 
analysis of the medical evidence in 
cases in the Supreme Court of New 
York County, made by the medical 
consultant to a committee of judges, 
doctors and lawyers studying court 
conditions in New York City, re- 
vealed that in a quarter of the cases 
there were gross errors in the read- 
ing of x-rays and that in over a 
quarter of the cases essential tests 
to warrant a diagnosis were not 
made. 

A recent inquiry revealed the 
large scale operations of two law- 
yers of no legal acumen but consid- 
erable business cunning, who man- 
aged to handle a thousand cases a 
year referred to them by insurance 
brokers and auto repairmen, blowing 


. up simple property damage cases 


into alleged personal injury cases by 
sending their clients, who had not 
consulted doctors on their own, to 
doctors of the lawyers’ choosing and 
complicity. 


Of course, such failings and ex- 
cesses are not typical of any sizable 
proportion of either profession, but 
both professions are tarred by the 
miscreants and justice is impeded 
and impaired by the abuses. Of 
course, also a closer control should 
be exercised by the professions over 
their members and disciplinary au- 
thority exercised with greater dil- 
igence. 


While the parties to a lawsuit are 
entitled to have theiz own medical 
advisors and to call them to the wit- 
ness stand, the court should not be 
limited or confined by the partisan 
process of producing evidence, but 
should be able to find and produce

Consultations were had with 
the leaders of the medical societies 
and heads of the bar association, and 
there was a joint undertaking of the 
judges and of the two professions 
to establish a panel of independent 
experts, of the highest standing, who 
would be available to respond to a 
call from the court for truly expert 
and objective medical findings on 
conflicting medical claims. 


The stated requirement for panel 
membership’ was that the doctors 
should be top authorities in their 
branches of medicine and men who 
were not previously identified par- 
ticularly with the plaintiff's or de- 
fendant’s side of personal injury 
litigation.

The mest tan- 
gible result of the 
use of impartial 
medical  testi- 
mony, which can 
be statistically ex- 
pressed, is the 
settlement experience. Equally or 
more important, the judge and law- 
yers concerned with the cases in 
which the panel was used are satis- 
fied that the dispositions made were 
more in accord with right and jus 
tice than would have been likely if 
the cases had gone to trial with only 
partisan medical testimony produced. 

The fees of the impartial experts 
in New York are in all cases and 
phases paid from court funds. 

What is needed is more missionary 
work and co-operative action between 
judges, doctors and lawyers. Some 
judges are sparking the movement, 
but not enough and the professional 
bodies in the cities concerned have 
not taken an adequate interest. 


We don't like a House of Lords in 
this country. Even in Britain they 
have curbed the Lords’ veto power. 
It has become a picturesque but im- 
potent anachronism. The fight to 
preserve the Senate as an American 
House of Lords is going to be fierce.

Spain’s New Terror 


Franco, our ally by reason of 
the bases in Spain, has inaugu- 
rated a new wave of terrorism in 
Madrid, Barcelona and other 
Spanish cities. 

Its victims, according to reli- 
able reports received by the re- 
sponsible magazine, Iberica, here 
in New York, have included not 
only some 50 leaders of the So- 
cialists, but lawyers, doctors and 
professional men, Christian Dem- 
peg and even liberal monarch- 


These men are not formally 
charged but are held incommuni- 
cado in secret prisons under the 
jurisdiction of the Special Tri- 
bunal against Freemasonry and 
Communism. No communist ar- 
rests have been reported to Iber- 
ica, but that well informed paper, 
the Corriere della Sera of Milan, 
on Nov. 18 reported a “surprising 
situation in Spain: a tacit alliance 
between Franco and communism.” 

Santiago Carrillo, secretary of 
the Spanish Communist Party in 
exile, who commutes between 
France and Moscow, came to 
Spain on a safe conduct pass 
granted by the Spanish Minister 
of the Interior, General Alonso 
Vega, in charge of internal se- 
curity! 

The actions that precipitated 
Franco's new wave of terrorism 
seem to have been protests over 
the brutal treatment of impris- 
oned workers, arrested in connec- 
tion with last spring’s strikes in 
Asturian mines and Basque and 
Catalonian industrial regions. 

These conditions were protested 
against by a march of some 500 
Belgian students in Brussels on 
Nov. 26. The Spanish Embassy 
refused to receive their petition, 
but Franco cannot ignore Amer- 
ican opinion. 

Readers of that extraordinary 
autobiographical novel, “‘Children 
of Our Time,” by Michel Castillo, 
will remember his account of a 
boy’s life after a German concen- 
tration camp in a terrible Spanish 
orphanage, and later his experi- 
ence as a worker in a cement 
plant near Barcelona. His story 
makes wholly credible these new 
charges. 

Emphatically it is the business 
of Washington officially, and of 
the American people to speak out 
for justice in the land of our ally, 
a nation which Mr. Dulles num- 
bers among the world’s “free peo- 
ples.”

One-Sided Penalties 


The next Missouri Legislature ought to face 
up to an issue which it has avoided and upon 
which the courts have never ruled. That is 
the penalty section of the King-Thompson 
utility anti-strike law. 

Two months ago the State Supreme Court 
upheld the validity of the anti-strike provi- 
sions as a proper function of state police 
power. But the court did not rule on the 
penalty section, which is clearly one-sided. 

Under King-Thompson, when the state seizes 
a utility to prevent a strike, a union which 
continues on strike may be fined up to $10,000 
a day, and its officers up to a total of $1000. 
Its members may lose seniority rights. The 
penalty for a lockout is $10,000 a day against 
a company, with no fines for officers. 

These provisions sound impartial and are 
not—because a company protected by a no- 
strike law need not resort to a lockout. There 
have been no lockouts under King-Thompson. 
There have been strikes, and state seizure, 
and loss of the right to strike under threat 
of severe penalty. But the law carries no 
penalty for employers in strike cases.

Moreover, the law puts no real pressure 
on a utility company to come to terms with a 
union once the state has seized the firm. Dur- 
ing seizure, the same working provisions pre- 
vail which presumably led to the strike threat. 
Since a strike is illegal, the company can 
bargain from a protected position. 

Thus King-Thompson offers no compensa- 
tion for the union’s loss of its main economic 
weapon and no equalizing pressure on the 
company to bargain fairly to avoid seiz- 
ure. What, then, can the Legislature do 
to repair the penalty section? There are 
two possibilities. 

One is to provide for maintaining utility 
wages and working conditions at‘a level at 
least equal to those of comparable industries. 
Sumner Slichter long ago advocated this idea. 
The Missouri Legislature once discussed cre- 
ation of a state wage stabilization board. 

At the cost of detailed state control of each 
utility's business, this might remove some 
causes of utility strikes. Then again it might 
not, and in any case it would not directly 
equalize penalties on company and union in 
case of state seizure. 

. ad s 

A second and preferable possibility in- 
volves a service fee for state operation of a 
seized utility. Imposition of an operating 
charge would give the company the incentive 
which it does not now have for trying to set- 
tle with its employes and to end or avoid 
state seizure. 

This is not a new idea, either. Virginia 
has a law permitting service fees and has 
charged companies 15 per cent of net income 
during seizure. After former President Tru- 
man seized the steel plants, Senator Morse of 
Oregon offered a bill allowing the Govern- 
ment to impound net income from seized com- 
panies. Under this bill a presidential board 
would have determined compensation due the 
owners for the period of federal operation. 

These proposals did not receive full consid- 
eration. After World War II the main con- 
cern, in Washington and Jefferson City was 
simply to stop strikes affecting the public 
health, safety and welfare. But the best time 
to judge strike legislation objectively is when 
there are few strikes and the public is will- 
ing to take a second look. 

After 11 years of experience with King- 
Thompson, the Missouri Legislature should 
be ready to schedule a serious review of its 
lop-sided penalty section. 


A Senator Tests the Wind 


Senator Everett Dirksen of Illinois is a 
flexible man. Having voted against modify- 
ing the Senate’s filibuster rule in 1957, the 
Senator now says he will favor “some modifi- 
cation” in 1959. After intricate and unspe- 
cific explanations of his shift, Mr. Dirksen 
sums up: “Change is in the wind.” 


This concession to change is considerable 
for an Old Guard Republican, but the Senator 
knows which way the wind is blowing. Coming 
out of the November election, it blew many 
of his conservative Republican friends right 
out of. the Senate. It chilled the crew of Old 
Guard Republicans and Southern Democrats 
who had stood for so long on the decks of 
that old windjammer, the unchecked filibus- 
ter. And now Senator Dirksen himself is in 
line to become Senate minority leader—but 
faces opposition from some members of an al- 
tered minority with altered ideas about fili- 
busters and how to win elections and such. 

Senator Dirksen still is not known as a 
Modern Republican, but he has held his 
finger in the wind and discovered that mod- 
ernization, like spring, is on the way. 


‘Indefensible’ 

Public education is so basic to the Ameri- 
can way of life that it was specifically en- 
couraged in the Northwest Ordinance of 1787 
which governed the nation’s first westward 
expansion. Hence most Americans should 
agree with Arthur S. Flemming, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, when he says 
closing schools to prevent integration is “in- 
defensible.” Mr. Flemming believes Southern 
citizens will insist on reopening their schools 
“as the losses from the closing become more 
and more evident.” The educational loss to 
the nation may not be evident for another 
generation. But the loss to today’s school 
children ought to be evident to their parents 
and community leaders the moment the school 
doors close. 


Settlement for Space 


If taken in the right way by both parties 
concerned, President Eisenhower's decision 
on the dispute between the new National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration and 
the Army should result in benefit to both. 
The crack Army team of scientists at the Red- 
stone Arsenal in Huntsville, Ala., is not to be 
broken up, nor is NASA to be deprived of its 
services. 

NASA is to have for its own the Army’s Jet 
ratory at Pasadena, Calif. The 
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is now apparent why the able team under 
Wernher von Braun, which shot our first 
satellite aloft in the dark days after Sputnik 
orbited, should not continue to function 
at its best. With intermediate ballistic 
missiles fading into the background, it should 
be possible for the Redstone team to con- 
tribute to important space projects. 


The Example of Austria 


If the West and Russia are now setting out 
on a new round of negotiations over the Ger- 
man problem, it may be instructive to remem- 
ber what happened in the case of Austria. 

For 10 long years, East and West negotiated 
fruitlessly over a treaty for Austria that 
would end the four-power occupation and es- 
tablish a unified, independent nation. Be- 
tween 1945 and 1955, more than 260 meetings 
of East-West diplomats were held. Time after 
time, agreement seemed just around the cor- 
ner. Then the Russians would back off, or 
increase their demands, and hopes for a set- 
tlement would collapse. 

In the early postwar years, one major ob- 
stacle to agreement was the Yugoslav demand 
for a slice of Austrian territory. Tito’s break 
with the Kremlin in 1948 dampened Soviet 
enthusiasm for pushing that claim, but new 
obstacles immediately arose. The most for- 
midable ones were Moscow’s demand for 
heavy reparations, its insistence upon keep- 
ing a hold on the Austrian oil industry, its 
refusal to accept a clause that would permit 
Austria to offer haven to refugees from Iron 
Curtain lands. 

Yet despite 10 years of frustration the es- 
sential point of the story is that agreement 
was at last reached, that Austria was at last 
set free, that by the end of 1955 the occupy- 
ing troops of all four powers had gone home. 

Substantial Soviet concessions on all three 
of the final sticking points made the treaty 
possible. In fact, the treaty which the Krem- 
lin agreed to in May 1955 was more favorable 
to Austria than the terms the West had held 
out for a year earlier. Once the Kremlin 
decided to take the step of withdrawing from 
Austria, it did not quibble over details. 

What finally made agreement possible? For 
one thing, Stalin had died and Khrushchev 
had come to power, though not yet to com- 
plete power. The summit conference had 
been set for the summer of 1955. Undoubted- 
ly, the Kremlin gave in on Austria in order 
to set the stage for the summit talks—perhaps 
in the hope that the West there would make 
matching concessions on Germany. 

If this was his hope, Khrushchev was dis- 
appointed. Secretary Dulles went to the 
summit talks only with great reluctance, and 
he took no initiative for settlements ex- 
cept on cultural exchanges. Two years after 
the Austrian treaty gave the West a common 
frontier with Hungary, the Hungarian revolt 
broke out and thousands of refugees escaped 
to Austria. Very probably Khrushchev came 
in for severe criticism from the Stalinists 
in the Kremlin for his “softness” in signing a 
treaty which probably encouraged unrest in 
Poland and Hungary. 

Does the Austrian negotiation hold any les- 
sons for a possible German negotiation? Ob- 
viously the cases are enormously different, 
but there are similarities as well. The West's 
willingness to accept the military neutraliza- 
tion of Austria unquestionably was a key to 
the settlement. Had we insisted that Austria 
remain free to possess nuclear weapons, to re- 
arm and join NATO—as we do insist in the 
case of Germany—there would have been no 
Austrian treaty. 

Whether a German settlement can be 
reached at all is dubious. But the Austrian 
example is a reminder that the possibility 
exists. 


Private-Profit Justice 

The board of trustees. of Normandy town- 
ship has now done what it should have done 
long ago on its own initiative—abolished the 
fee system for its marshal and its judge of 
police court. Police officers should have no 
financial interest in arresting citizens, and 
judges should have no financial interest in 
finding them guilty. 

Yet the fee system, an anachronism made to 
order for venality and oppression, continues 
to flourish in Missouri and in neighboring Illi- 
nois, where an effort to root it out by consti- 
tutional amendment failed recently. The best 
therapy for feeitis is exposure; we shall hope 
that elsewhere in our two states, as in Nor- 
mandy, exposure will make fee-grabbing too 
hot to handle. 


A Fire Inspection Flaw 


A serious deficiency in the system under 
which St. Louis’s 160 public school buildings 
are inspected for fire hazards has been 
brought to light in the aftermath of the Chi- 
cago school tragedy. 

Public schools here are inspected not by 
the Fire Department but by the School Board 
itself. The Board, a separate and distinct 
governmental entity within the city limits, 
maintains a fire inspector in its building de- 
partment. While the present inspector, a re- 
tired fire captain, evidently has the experi- 
ence and qualifications to handle the job, 
there is no guarantee that future occupants 
of the post will be similarly suited to it. One 
of these days a ward politician might show 
up in the uniform of the school fire marshal; 
in that case, it would not take long to prove 
that fire inspection and politics don’t mix. 

Even if the school system set np safeguards 
insuring it the best qualified inspectors in 
Missouri, the inspection would be performed 
by agents of,the potential offenders. The 
best, the most searching inspections are more 
likely to be made only by inspectors having 
no connection with the enterprise they are 
inspecting. 

If the school system wants to continue main- 
taining its own inspection service, that might 
not be too objectionable provided the princi- 
pal outside agency concerned, the Fire De- 
partment, also is brought into the picture.

BETTER TURN UP THE HEAT 


Honest Medical Testimony, an Urgent Court Need 


Former New York Appellate Jurist Cites Evil of Physicians Appearing as Partisans 


Judge David W. Peck 
in an Address Before 
Association for Trauma Surgery 


Seventy-five per cent of the cases 
in the courts of this country are 
personal injury cases. Half of the 
time spent in the trial of these 
cases is spent on the medical in- 
quiry, the nature and extent of the 
injuries. The medical incidents are 
thus intimately involved with the con- 
gestion and delay which character- 
ize the operation of the courts in 
all large cities. 

Judges have an equal or greater 
concern about the rightness of the 
result reached by 
verdict after the 
trial has run its 
course. Twelve 
laymen in a jury 
of box can perhaps 
tell as well as 
is humanly pos- 
sible who is tell- 
ing the truth and 
who ts lying about how an accident 
happened. But when it comes to 
telling which doctors are competent, 
honest and trustworthy and to re- 
solving disputes of diagnosis .and 
prognosis, a jury is at sea and more 
apt to be confused than enlightened 
by conflicting medical opinion. 

Honest conflicts of competent med- 
ical opinion cannot be eliminated, If 
such conflicts actually exist in a 
case, it is probably necessary to let 
a jury have the last word, although 
that is neither a scientific nor a 
satisfactory way of settling the dis- 
pute. 


Unfortunately, under prevailing 
methods of presenting medical proof, 
the court inquiry is not an objective 
or scientific search for truth, but a 
contest between contending doctors 
as well as contending lawyers. The 
doctors are cast in the role of par- 
tisans and the lawyers are tempted 
to look for good testifiers rather 
than good doctors. 

The tendency of the doctors is to 
maximize or minimize injuries in ac- 
cordance with the interest of the side

An 
analysis of the medical evidence in 
cases in the Supreme Court of New 
York County, made by the medical 
consultant to a committee of judges, 
doctors and lawyers studying court 
conditions in New York City, re- 
vealed that in a quarter of the cases 
there were gross errors in the read- 
ing of x-rays and that in over a 
quarter of the cases essential tests 
to warrant a diagnosis were not 
made. 

A recent inquiry revealed the 
large scale operations of two law- 
yers of no legal acumen but consid- 
erable business cunning, who man- 
aged to handle a thousand cases a 
year referred to them by insurance 
brokers and auto repairmen, blowing 


. up simple property damage cases 


into alleged personal injury cases by 
sending their clients, who had not 
consulted doctors on their own, to 
doctors of the lawyers’ choosing and 
complicity. 

Of course, such failings and ex- 
cesses are not typical of any sizable 
proportion of either profession, but 
both professions are tarred by the 
miscreants and justice is impeded 
and impaired by the abuses. Of 
course, also a closer control should 
be exercised by the professions over 
their members and disciplinary au- 
thority exercised with greater dil- 
igence. |

The responsibility of se- 
lecting the members of the panel 
was delegated to a joint committee 
of the New York Academy of Med-

; The mest tan- 
gible result of the 
use of impartial 
medical testi- 
mony, which can 
be statistically ex- 
pressed, is the 
settlement experience. Equally or 
more important, the judge and law- 
yers concerned with the cases in 
which the panel was used are satis- 
fied that the dispositions made were 
more in accord with right and ju» 
tice than would have been likely if 
the cases had gone to trial with only 
partisan medical testimony produced. 

The fees of the impartial experts 
in New York are in all cases and 
phases paid from court funds. 

What is needed is more missionary 
work and co-operative action between 
judges, doctors and lawyers. Some 
judges are sparking the movement, 
but not enough and the professional 
bodies in the cities concerned have 
not taken an adequate interest. 
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We don't like a House of Lords in 
this country. Even in Britain they 
have curbed the Lords’ veto power. 
It has become a picturesque but im- 
potent anachronism. The fight to 
preserve the Senate as an American 
House of Lords is going to be fierce. 
There is a better chance of a reform 
bill passing next year than at any 
previous time. If majority rule aplits 
the Democratic party, well—too bad.

The chart above tells the story of the growth in use of natural gas in this community. 
The people who live in the City and County of St. Louis recognize and accept the superior 
qualities of natural gas.

In past years the company and its loyal workmen, all of whom are members of this organ- 
ization, developed an enviable reputation for the efficient manner in which natural gas 
was handled and supplied to the consumers and for the prompt and careful attention given 
to customer service and requirements. In the City of St. Louis, Laclede Gas Company 
would as a matter of course — 


1. Make annual inspections of gas furnaces, clean, adjust and check furnaces, turn off pilot lights in the 
Spring and turn them on again in the Fall of the year, make inspections and necessary adjustments of a 
furnace not operating efficiently, and render the same service to every other gas appliance in the home. 


2. Repair working parts in the gas furnace when required,“ and if new parts were needed, replace them, 
making a charge only for the parts and necessary labor. 


All those services are rendered by trained and experienced workmen employed in the com- 
pany’s Service Department. Their prompt and efficient service to the customers became 
a byword in the community. But while the company has grown phenomenally in the 
manner indicated, with househeating customers alone increasing from 40,000 to more than 
185,000 in nine years and Commercial and Industrial consumers doubling during the same 


period, the number of men employed by Laclede Gas Company in the Service Department 
has decreased substantially, regularly and consistently for the past 8 years, for a total 


decline of 20 per cent. That is the department set up to handle customers’ service calls; 


complaints, adjustments and repairs. 


Because the members of our organization are in direct contact with the consuming public 
and increasingly receive more customer complaints of lack of service, long delays and 
inattention to service and maintenance calls-—-we must regretfully report that it is utterly 
impossible for the smaller group of servicemen employed in Laclede’s Service Department 
to maintain and give the continually increasing number of consumers the same prompt and 


efficient service that they are entitled to and had become accustomed to over the years. 


Neither this organization or our members have any control over the number of people who 
are hired and retained by Laclede Gas Company in the Service Department to handle cus- 
tomer calls and complaints and do the work that is required in order to give customers the 
same type of prompt seftvice and al] the customer services they have received in the past 
and for which they are paying in their gas rates. 


The reports made by this organization to officers of Laclede Gas Company that consumers 
continue to complain to Service Department employes and other members about long delays 
on service calls and unattended complaints have been to no avail. In justice to our members 
we must point out that this condition and its correction is beyond the control of any in- 
dividual employe but lies within the jurisdiction of the MISSOURI PUBLIC SERVICE 
COMMISSION, which has been set up to protect the interests of consumers. 


As consumers you are entitled to prompt, safe and efficient service of your gas heating 


equipment and al! other appliances using natural gas. The service is already being paid 
for in the rates charged you for your gas. There is merit in the complaint made by con- 
sumers that long delays and inattention to their calls needlessly forces them to pay out 
money for necessary calls that were not taken care of promptly or handled at all by the 
utility. But the Service Man is not at fault, for he cannot dictate company policy. He 
can only answer those calls he is directed to when the Company sends him out. Your com- 


plaints should be directed to the MISSOURI PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION, Jeffer- 
son City, Missouri. 


That agency regulates the utility, sets its rates and operates for the protection of the gas consumer. It 
can direct the company te maintain and continue to maintain prompt and efficient service and to hire 
the number of men necessary to take care of the job.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—_ 


President Eisenhower yester- 
day approved a compromise | 
settlement of the bitter dispute 
over civilian versus military 
control of space experiments. 

The agreement permits the 
Army to continue in direction 
and control of its ballistic mis- 
sile agency at Huntsville, Ala., 
with its staff of 2000 space 
scientists under Dr. Wernher 
von Braun. 


But the compromise trans- 


fers the Jet Propulsion Labora- | 
tory at Pasadena, Calif., from 
the Army to the new National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration. 

The new space agency, under | 
Dr. T. Keith Glennan, had pro- 
posed that both the Pasadena | 
laboratory and the much larger | 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency 
be placed under NASA's juris- 
diction and control. 

The proposal ran into a storm 
of protest and opposition from 
the Army high command and 
its top space and missile scien- 
tists. 

Tentative Agreement. 

Appaarently the Army came 
out ahead in the compromise | 
settlement. There were indi- | 


cations that the agreement was | 
tentative. NASA said that it: 


and the Defense Department 
had agreed to report within a 
year to the President and the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Council on how the new ar- 
rangement has worked out. 

Details of the compromise 
were provided at a press con- 
ference by Glennan and Don- 
ald A. Quarles, deputy secre- 
tary of defense. Both said re- 
peatedly that negotiations be- 
tween the two agencies over 
the last two months had been 
amicable. 

Glennan, however, mentioned 
“some shortcomings” in the ar- 
rangement and said it was “not 
as satisfactory as we might 
like.” 

Glennan’'s main objective was 
that his agency would have to 
rely on another organization 
to supervise a growing num- 
ber of contracts with univer- 
sities and industrial firms. He 
said it would be more effective, 
from NASA's point of view, to 
“build into ovr own staff the 
people at ABMA.” 

“We will spend the next year 
determining whether or not ‘it 
is possible to do it this way,” 
he said. 

But when a reporter asked 
if his agreement to the new 
arrangement was conditional, 
he said, “No, it is a final agree- 
ment.” Later, he added that 
he and his associates at NASA 
were satisfied and expected the 
arrangement would be success- 
ful. 

Quarles termed the new 
plan “eminently satisfactory” 
from a Defense Department 
viewpoint. 

Glennan said, in answer to 
a question, that he had been

“You are going to experience 
the most terrifying thing in 
your life.” It was found in 
Bright's home. 

The police officer testified 
that Bright told him he wrote 
the note after a discussion with 
the rabbi at a meeting in which 
Rothschild explained the Jew- 
ish faith at First Baptist 
Church. 

Venable argued that the note 
should not be admitted as evi- 
dence because no attempt had 
| been shown to deliver it to 
| the rabbi. 

Other testimony concerned

‘Wonderful Town’ 
Not So Wonderful 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4. 


THE STORY of a couple of innocent girl yokels from 
Columbus, O., having some wildly funny adventures in a 
pre-war Greenwich Village apartment may well go down in 
literary history as more durable than “Hamlet.” From a 

eta eetneie sollection of short stories, 
it grew into a play, a 
movie, a musical named 
“Wonderful Town” and— 
thinly disguised as “My 
Friend Irma”—a _ radio 
and television series. 
Sunday it was a two-hour 
super spectacular with 
Rosalind Russell, which 
set some sort of record 
for sheer expense, and 
was generally a thorough- 
going disappointment. 

I suppose the main 
thing wrong with “Won- 
derful Town” on TV was 
the sort of reverence with 
which the highly success- 
ful stage musical was 
transferred to television. 
Right from the opening 
number, it was as if the 
cameras had been trained 
on the stage and simply allowed to photograph the stage 
production. It was proscenium direction without any 
proscenium. However, it’s unfair to tab the director, Mel 
Ferber, with all the blame for this singularly unimagina- 
tive and turgid treatment since, my spies tell me, Miss Rus- 
sell was reluctant to change anything that had worked on 
stage.

This sort of direction, this sort of philosophy 
has never worked on television. In fact, the whole 
idea of putting on a whopping stage success with 
the original cast distresses me a little. This is 
playing it safe in the most disastrous way. I don’t 
think you can insure success on television simply 
by shopping around for things that have been suc- 
cessful elsewhere. The most successful things on 
TV have been done by the bold, free spirits who 
pioneered. 


And, having made all these churlish remarks, I must 
admit that “Wonderful Town” had its moments. I was 
charmed right at the outset by its opening number, 
“Christophere Street,” which was so gay, so impudent, so 
redolent of the '30s, and so promising of a rich evening. 
Even after all these years, the lyrics of “What a Waste” 
and “One Hundred Ways to Lose a Man,” and “Conversa- 
tion” have the bite-of truth and pointed observation. 


Miss Russell is a personality full of sharp edges and 
explosive charm, who will command attention until she’s 
102. In this romp, at least insofar as television is con- 
cerned, I thought she was a little too noisy, that she was 
projecting clear to the second balcony. This criticism ap- 
plies also to Dort Clark whose resonance got on my nerves. 
All the acting was full of large movements and incessant 
business—folding up the ironing board and so forth—and 
what seemed like an inordinate amount of entrances and 
exits. On television, what with the fluid multiple cameras, 
you don't have to walk out on stage center. But the actors 
kept striding stage center as if nothing had changed since 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan's day. 


And, while I'm carping, I might as well complain about 
the integrated commercials. The wonderful period feeling 
—full of references to Helen Wills, the NRA, TVA—got a 
sharp jolt in a commercial when a guy says: “Don’t bug 
me! I’m in orbit!”—a line as anachronistic as a jet plane 
‘in “Macbeth.” And the credits at the end found space for 
Miss Russell's gowns and her makeup but not for the di- 
rector, authors or composer. (Ferber, Joseph Fields, Jerome 
Chodorov, Betty Comden, Adolph Green and Leonard 
Bernstein.) 


Jacquelin McKeever I found very pretty and 
appealing, if a little too sweet, as Eileen. I wish 
also that the show had been in color, especially the 
last number “Wrong ‘Note Rag” which is a won- 
derful bit of jazz and jazz dancing. In spite of all 
these reservations, I had a good time, largely be- 
cause Ruth McKenny’s story about a couple of 
innocents in Greenwich Village is a sunny and 
ageless story about the dear old depression days 
which, in retrospect, seem positively inviting, 
though we didn’t think so then. 


“Peter and the Wolf” with Art Carney, the Bil and 
Cora Baird puppets and a lot of lyrics by Ogden Nash, 
sounded promising but turned out really long-winded, repe- 
titious and dull, I thought, though a young lady of 3 I know 
found it all delicious—if that’s any comfort. (Her mother 
told me she hardly ever buys anything, though, so the 
sponsor can’t derive much comfort from that.) Art Carney 
is normally one of my favorite performers but he seemed 
a little self-conscious at being surrounded by all the little 
wild things of the forest.

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‘She’s America’s ‘First Lady of Finance’ 
Mrs. Mary G. Roebling Sets Precedent as First Woman Governor of Stock Exchange

NEW YORK, Dec. 4. 

MRS. MARY G. ROEBLING, 
first woman ever elected to a 
board of governors of a na- 
tional stock exchange, is now 
called “the first lady of fi- 
nance.” She was named recent- 
ly to the top policy-making 
board of the American Stock 
Exchange. But, strictly femi- 
nine, she covers a head full of 
brains under mad hats, wears 
stunning jewelry and sets off 
her lyrical figure in exquisite- 
ly tailored suits. 

| Internationally known in 
banking, industrial, cultural 
and welfare fields, Mary Roeb- 
ling moved into Wall Street, 
one of the nation’s last great 
strongholds of masculine su- 
premacy, amid considerable ex- 
citement. There had been a 
vacancy on the board of the 
American Stock Exchange for 
two years. It was not the kind 
of job that could be filled 
quickly or easily. 

Edward T. McCormick, pres- 
ident of the American Stock 
Exchange, pondered the fact 
that today 52 per cent of share- 
holders are women and thought 
the time had come to name a 
woman on the market's board 
of governors. He knew that 
Mary Roebling filled the bill. 
She is the first and only wom- 
an in America to head a major 
banking institution. During 
her 22 years as president and 
chairman of the Trenton (N.J.) 
Trust Co., she guided the ex- 
pansion of the bank's resources 
from $17,000,000 to more than 
$90,000,000. 

After her selection, Ma- 
cormick said: “I am delighted 
that the governors. have unani- 
mously supported my nomina- 
tion of Mrs. Roebling. Stating 
it simply, we have selected 
her for two main reasons: 
First, because of her stature 
and executive ability in the 
business field and secondly, 
because she is a woman. We 
welcome this opportunity to 
give proper recognition to the 
vital role that woman share- 
owners are playing in our 
economy. The American wom- 
an is today a major influ- 
ence in the securities market 
and constitutes a majority 
among the share-owning pub- 
lic. Mrs. Roebling will be in 
a unique position to bring a 


feminine influence and point 
of view to our proceedings.” 


A woman of vast common 
sense, Mrs. Roebling sees the 
time when there will be more 
women on the boards of secur- 
ities markets. 


“Able feminine representa- 
tion is needed,” says this new- 
est governor of the second 
largest stock exchange in the 
world.

Moral Aspects of Driving a Car 


By Doc Quigg 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4 (UPI). 

DO YOU FEEL LIKE a 
moral offender? One of the 
frightening aspects of the na- 
tional traffic blood-letting that 
will occur through the holiday 
season is the lack of moral re- 
sponsibility of the man behind 
the wheel. 

This man, in many cases, fs 
behaving close to his animal 
nature—behaving crudely, cal- 
lously, while shielded by the 
anonymity that automobile 
travel affords. 

How to make him wunder- 
stand that he is morally re- 
sponsible, as an individual, for 
his actions behind the wheel? 
The problem has been a stump- 
er for experts. A recent sugges- 
tion is that churches can help. 

In a study of human be- 
havior as a factor in traffic 
accidents, Dr. James L, Mal- 
fetti writes in the Annals of 
the American Academy of Po- 
litical and Social Science that 
the high accident rate supports 
the view that the driving pub- 
lic is not safety conscious. 

“In each of us is a desire for 
calculated risks of excitement,” 


he says. “Our daily activities 
may provide little of this ex- 
citement and indeed may rep- 
resent a series of minor frus- 
trations with no immediate op- 
portunity for outlet so that, 
consciously or not, we some- 
times enjoy taking a little risk, 
such as speeding and cutting in 
and out of traffic.” 

The social deviate invites ac- 
cidents—but the normal per- 
son looking for a “change of 
pace” makes the same type of 
driving errors. 

“It is the normal driver tak- 
ing an occasional risk, maybe 
his first, who causes most of 
the accidents today,” Dr. Mal- 
fetti writes. “Unfortunately 
most fatal accidents are first 
accidents.” 

Considering the American 
tradition of adventure, he re- 
marks that to some drivers—of 
rootin’ tootin’ cowboy bent — 
the car is a faithful steed. And 
again: 

“Many persons find their 
day-to-day actions directed by 
others, a boss or a parent. In 
the automobile, however, the 
driver is more likely to be his 
own master. He can drive as 
he wishes and ‘tell the boss a

the world today,” said Ogden Nash. 
“There are so many sore toes that a humorist can’t 
help stepping on a few.” 

When he was 10 and 
his older sister was about 
to be married, Nash com- 
posed an ode long cher- 
ished by his family. It 
began: 

“The beautiful spring 

at last is here, 

“And has taken my sis- 

ter I sadly fear.” 

Some 46 years, 50,000 
published lines and a mil- 
lion chuckles later, Nash 
is widely rated as Amer- 
ica’s most successful 
writer of light verse. 

His 13 books (the latest 
is, “You Can’t Get There 
From Here”) have sold 
nearly 2,000,000 copies. 
With the possible excep- 
tion of Robert Frost he 
probably is the only well 
known American author 
whe has made a living in the last quarter century from 
verse. 

“I'm something of a freak,” he admitted. 
lucky.” 

But even Nash has found it advisable to toll 
part time in other vineyards. He lectures, has 
done two stints in Hollywood, written lyrics for 
Broadway shows, appeared as a TV panelist. His 
latest television assignment was to write the lyrics 
for six songs for “Peter and the Wolf,” starring 
Art Carney and presented last Sunday over the 
ABC-TV network.

“The only love song was sung by a near-sighted dog 
to a duck under the impression she was a water spaniel,” 
he said. 

This kind of chore delights the off-beat mind of Nash, 
master of the kind of outrageous rhymes that tickle modern 
readers but give traditional poets a desire to beat their 
heads against a wall. 

“I think in terms of rhyme, and have since I was 6 
years old,” he said. He once almost fell in love with a lady 
named Mrs. Blorange. She fascinated him because of the 
, similarity of her name to orange which, like the words 
| silver and Pfigrim, has no dictionary rhymes. 

: Nash began his career composing street car card ads 
. at $100 a month for a firm which previously had employed 
F. Seott Fitzgerald in this task. 

“IT never wrote a car card that appeared in New York 


City,” he said. “Just places like Chillicothe, O.” 


Nash, a soft-voiced, hazel-eyed six-footer with 
an habitual expression of absent minded inquiry, 
is a painstaking craftsman. He turns out only one 

or two verses a week now, writing in pencil on 
sheets of yellow paper. 

“I work at home because there are so many 
interruptions there,” he remarked. “I like inter- 
ruptions.” 


Neither the ideas nor the rhymes come easily. Writing 


{s still hard work to him. 
“The Lord doesn’t usually deliver everything to you 
im one package as a rule,” he observed dryly. 
- 


Although he has strong doubts his verses have enduring 
Hierary quality (“fashions in humor change as in every- 
thing else”), he believes “anything that is to last more than 
five years has to be more than merely clever. 

“I like to think that behind my work there is a con- 
sistent individual point of view toward life—something 
more than just jokes and odd rhymes.” 

His viewpoint? 

“This ts our world and we're locked in it,” he said, 
“and we have to learn to survive together, whether we love 
6f admire each other or not. We must adjust to each other.” 

- Asked if he felt any of his verse had done any endur- 
ing good for the human race, Nash, who is a highly unpre- 
tentious man, smiled and nominated the following lines, 
the most widely reprinted of all he has written: 

“I think that I shall never see 

“A billboard lovely as a tree. 
“Perhaps, unless the billboards fall,

One of the 
leading tenors is a bus driver, 
one of the leading baritones is 
an adjustor.

“An Ozark Anthology,” 
which will have its premiere 


on the Washington University 


lecture series on the evening 
12. This narration is, 
of course, spoken in accom- 
paniment to the showing of the 
film, but before it is spoken it 
must be written. 


The film is a story of the 
southeastern Ozarks, centered 
pretty much on the Currens 
river country. It has been our 
aim to picture the beauty of 
this. country and to show the 
richness of the life it supports: 
the forests and wildflowers, the 
fishes that swim in the rivers, 
the insects and amphibians, the 
birds that nest here and the 
animals that roam the forest— 
and last but not least, the peo- 
ple who farm the narrow val- 
levs and run their hounds over 
the hills and down the hollows. 


One might think that any 
naturalist-writer who lives in 
the Ozarks and had spent at 
least part of every year of his 
life here would be letter-per- 
fect in its geology and in its 
natural history. Yet as we have 
worked on this naration, the 
books have piled up higher and 
higher about us. There are 
books on ornithology, botany, 
zoology, biology, entomology, 
forestry, ichthyology, conserva- 
tion—not to mention the dic- 
tionary, Bartlett’s “Familiar 
Quotations,” Roget’s “Thesau- 
rus’—to the number of 40 or 
50 

Why all this reference ma- 
terial for such a simple task? 
Well—do you know offhand 
how the dragonfly lays its eggs, 
what a Katydid eats? How 
many eggs in the nest of a 
bobwhite? Whether an inky cap 
mushroom is edible? When the 
earliest ocean inundation cov- 
ered the Ozark highland? How 
many stripes across the tail of 
a red-shouldered hawk? What 
snails feed on and whether their 
shells spiral to left or right? 
How the female bagworm lives 
and lays her eggs? What orchids 
grow in the Ozarks? Which 
member of the tumblebug fam- 
ily does the most work? How 
many hoots in the call of the 
great horned owl? 

The answers to these and 
many more are in “An Ozark 
Anthology” and we had fun 
finding them out as well as 
photographing them.

Uncle Ray's Column 
Candle-Makers 


By Ramon Coffman 
CANDLES of several kinds 


were used during ancient times. 
Many of them were crude, be- f= 
ing hardly more than rushes fey 


soaked with grease. 

Other ancient candles were 
made from beeswax, and were 
fitted with wicks. Old records 


indicate that candles were sold (& 


by Phoenecian merchants. The 
merchants used sailing vessels 


to travel from one part of the \°"" 


Mediterranean sé@a to another. 

Tallow was used long age 
for candles. It is an animal 
fat, obtained chiefly from 
cattle and sheep. 

Alfred the Great is given 
credit for devising a “clock 
candle.” He learned that a 
long wax candle would burn 
for four hours. This led him 
to mark off each candle of that 
size with rings. After a candle 
had burned for a while, he was 
able to tell how much time had 
passed. 

Tallow candles, being less 
costly than wax, became more 
popular. Candle-makers would 
dip a thread, or cord, in hot 
tallow, and then would let it 
dry. Over and over again, the 
action was repeated, until a 
fair-sized candle was produced. 


That slow methed was fol- 
lowed by a molding method.
